Finally Nbank became 
rather slow and unimportant, in its 
fishing ventures, and was compelled 
to confine itself to the trapping of 
lobsters. On this industry, and the 
rising importance of its one ship 
building yard, it has existed tor 
years, the drag of great cumulative 
enterprises in other places in no 
way disturbing It, 

Docks and wharves are now silent. 
The weatherbeaten buildings 
which from the water's edge harbor 
w old sailors and fishermen, en- 
gaged upon drowsy and only slightly 
profitable labors.
